Itr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  people  resident  in  our  District,  and  upon  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department  for  the  year  1965* 


The  unemployment  figures  for  the  year  were  very  low,  1965  was  a boom 
year  in  all  industries. 

There  were  plenty  of  vacancies,  and  indeed,  at  the  peak  of  demand  there  were 
three  vacancies  for  every  unemployed  person,  and  that  did  not  include  vacancies 
not  notified  to  the  Employment  Exchange,  but  simply  advertised  in  the  Press, 
or  made  known  by  other  means. 

The  unemployment  rate  in  Cannock  was  lov?er  (at  0,4^)  than  that  for  the  v^hole 
of  the  Midlands  (1.2^),  and  the  Midlands  rate  in  turn  was  lower  than  that  for 
the  country  as  a whole. 

In  1965  the  construction  of  the  nearby  section  of  the  motorway  M,6,  was 
proceeding  apace,  and  this  put  an  additional  pressure  on  an  already  big 
demand  for  labour. 


The  number  of  families  in  Cannock  Urban  District  in  need  of  the  support 
of  the  social  services  was  22. 

Generally  speaking  such  families  are  large,  and  the  burden  of  management  is 
too  great  for  the  parents  without  outside  help  and  guidance, 

Diiring  the  year  I7  families  made  such  progress  that  they  were  able  to  manage 
successfully  their  own  affairs. 

However,  another  18  such  families  came  to  notice,  within  the  som.e  period,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  23  families  under  surveillance. 


Ho  one  had  to  be  removed  compulsorily  to  Institutional  care,  under  powers 
contained  in  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act  1947* 

Tliis  is  in  itself  a measure  of  the  success  of  the  domiciliary  support  services 
for  old  people. 

Cannock  is  fortunate  in  this  respect.  There  is  no  financicol  restriction  on 
the  amount  of  home  help  to  be  supplied,  and  there  is  no  dearth  of  women  willing 
to  work  as  home  helps. 

In  these  circumstances  the  genuine  needs  of  the  aged  and  infirm  can  be  met  in 
full.  This  is  not  so  outside  the  Urban  District,  v;here  difficulties  in 
recruitment  often  lead  to  inability  to  meet  the  need. 


Hostel  accommodation  was  required  for  I5  persons  ?/ho  were  unable  to  look 
after  themselves  at  home,  even  v/ith  help,  but  who  were  not  sick,  and  did  not 
require  a chronic  sick  hospital  bed. 


21  chronic  sick  persons,  that  is  those  ?;ho  on  account  of  advanced  age, 
or  disabling  disease,  require  nursing  care,  were  admitted  to  Ivy  House 
Hospital,  or  to  some  similar  hospitals  near  to  Cannock, 

A further  20  patients  with  like  disabilities,  and  suitable  for  such  accommodation, 
were  unable  to  secure  admission,  end  had  to  be  looked  after  at  home. 


The  figures  v;hich  comprise  the  Vital  Statistics  can  be  regarded 
as  most  satisfactory.  Some  new  records  were  set  up. 
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There  v;ere  again  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,, 

Inmunis'-'tion  is  now  well  established  in  clinics  and  schools. 


There  y;ore  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis, 

Poliomyelitis  immunisation  is  available  in  clinics  and  schools,  and  is  now  so 
easy  to  administer,  that  it  is  freely  accepted. 


Only  eight  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year. 

This  is  the  lowest  number  of  notifications  so  far  recorded  in  one  year  for  our 
district, 

Names  removed  from  the  register  numbered  ten,  and  as  a result  the  number  of 
cases  remaining  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  fell  to  169* 


Routine  checks  on  v/ater  supplies,  and  upon  food  stuffs  were  carried  out 
throu^out  the  year. 

Laboratory  reports  on  water  were  uniformly  satisfactory,  and  those  on  food 
stuffs  showed  only  a few  deviations  from  required  standards. 


During  the  year  the  Council  built  122  houses  and  30  bungalows, 
197  houses  and  64  bungalows  were  erected  privately. 


It  is  a pleasure  to  be  able  to  record,  in  these  introductory  remarks, 
the  unfailing  co-operation  of  all  members  of  the  staff,  and  to  thank  the 
members  of  the  Committee  for  their  interest  throughout  the  year.
